London, .Inly 2. — King Edward has 
passed another good day. The quiet 
,'iinl routine of the royal sick room was 
varied today by tin' excitement of lis- 
tening to the music ami cheers of the 
Indian troops as they inarched past the 
palace ami greeted Queen Alexandra on 
the balcony. 

King Edward demanded a full account 
of the review, and tho formal report 
made by the I'rince of Wales was sup- 
plemented by the persounl narrative of 
the Queen. 

His Majesty dictated a letter to the 
Duke of Connaught, commanding him to 
compliment the colonial troops upon 
their excellent appearance, and to thank 
tin in for their expressions of loyahy 
and sympathy, which he had heard with 
pleasure iu his sick room. 

King Edward was somewhat disap- 
pointed that he was not able to sue the 
march past of the troops. Me hud 
hoped that this would be possible from 
an invalid couch in a window of the 
palace, but the King's doctors were un- 
willing that their patient should risk ex- 
posure and excitement, and His Maj- 
esty had to content himself with hearing 
the troops without seeing them. 
THE BULLETINS. 
Loudon, July 2.— At Buckingham 
L'alace tho following bulletin was issued 
at 10 o'clock this morning: 

"The King had another excellent night 
and is making steady progress in all re- 
spects. The wound is much less trouble- 
some, and is beginning to heal. 
Signed "Treves, Laking, Barlow." 
The following bulletin was issued 
from Buckingham Falaco at 7 p.m. 

"The King maintains his strength. 
The local pain being less, the days are 
passed with greater comfort." 

The I'rince and Frincess of Wales 
gave a brilliant dinner parte at York 
House tonight in honor of the visiting 
Indian princes. 

A unique and Impressive scene was 
witnessed in St. 1'aul's cathedral this 
evening, when some 2,000 doctors .as- 
sembled beneath the dome of the build- 
ing and offered prayers for the King's 
recovery. Many of the doctors wore 
their academic robes. A litany was 
sung in procession, the doctors joining 
iu the singing. At the conclusion of 
tiie service the congregation sent a mes- 
sage to Queen Alexandra expressing its 
good wishes for His Majesty's speedy 
recovery.

Pending Evictions From the 
De Freyne Estate Under 
Discussion. 



London, July 2.— A long and heated 
debate on the Irish land question was 
precipitated in the House of Commons 
tonight. Thomas W. Russell (Liberal! 
moved the adjournnie-Lt of the House 
to discuss tho pending evictions from the 
estate of Lord De Freyne, iu Roscom- 
mon county, in connection with which 
Lord De Ereyue recently bad writs is- 
sued against u large uumber of the 
Irish parliamentary party, whom no 
charged with conspiracy in the matter. 
Mr. Russell declared that unless the 
government intervene to prevent these 
evictions, an era of trouble and turmoil 
would be inaugurated in the West of 
Ireland, where there was trouble enough 
already. He said that he had visited 
the De Freyne estate three times, and 
that he was thoroughly convinced of 
the injustice under which the tenants 
of the estate Buffered. The people in 
question were the poorest of the poor. 
Continuing, Mr. Uussell said one word 
from Mr. Wyndham, the chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, would settle the whoie 
trouble, and that ho thought that the 
reduction of the rents collected on the 
tin' estate by 33 per cent, could not be 
excessive for those bogs, which were 
now renting for more money than was 
obtained for decent arable lands in Ul- 
ster county. 

Mr. Wyndham replied to Mr. Uussell 
with some asperity, anil said he was 
surprised to lincl the latter siding 
against law and order. The rents from 
the Do Freyne estate,, he said, had 
been reduced o" per cent, iu the past 
20 years, anil that he knew some of tha 
organizers were making money out of 
the agitation. His advice to the tenants 
was to stay on. This statement was 
greeted with groans from the House. 
Hundreds had done so, said Mr. Wynd- 
ham, and this remark was received with 
Conservative cheers. Mr. Wyndham 
said it was impossible to carry out the 
land purchase scheme in Ireland, when 
it was interrupted by agitators who de- 
sired to make government there impos- 
sible. 

John Redmond, tho Nationalist leader 
\:\ the House, characterized Mr. Wynd- 
linru's statement as paltry and flippant, 
lie declared that whatever money was 
paid in rentals on the Do Freyne estate 
was earned by the male population 
working in England during the harvest 
season, and he contended that the gov- 
ernment would be directly responsible 
for the happenings on the De Freyne 
p roperty. 

After other members of the House ha 1 
spoken on the subject, Mr. Russell's 
motion for an adjournment was defeat- 
ed by 2;i-t to 132 votes.

Hancock, of Victoria, carried oil" 
the honors, winning the two mile lap 
race, the quarter mile championship, the 
half mile championship, and the live mile 
championship. 

In the morning two thousand specta- 
tors witnessed the aquatic sports on the 
water front by the blue jackets. The 
distance of the races were a mile and 
a half, and they were all pulled with a 
vim, and good 'heartedness that always 
characterizes naval sports. The Shear- 
water won the whaler's race, and the 
Grafton won the cutler race. The free 
dor all brought out eight boats, the 
Shearwater's whaler, Grafton's gig, 
Grafton's whaler, Admiral's galley, 
Grafton's sailing pinnace, and' the- Graf- 
ton's jolly bout.

Toronto, July 2.— A London cable 
says: 

"The Gunudia.ii provincial premiere, 
Messrs. Ross, Murray, Tweedie, Rohliu, 
l'eters, Duustuuir and Ilaultain, also 
j Treasurer Duffy of Queoec, again con- 
ferred today at the Grosvenor hotel. 
They discussed the expense for the 
j maintenance of Lieutenant-Governors, 
| and decided to confer with Mr. Cham- 
berlain with a view to easing this bur- 
den on the- provinces, and also to ask 
for an authoritative statement of' prece- 
dence in the otlieial status of provincial 
ministers. They intend to seek Sir Wil- 
frid Luurier's co-operation. 

The Evening Telegram's ILoudon cable 
says: It is glaringly apparent that tTlc 
arrangements made by the War ollico 
Tor the Canadian contingent entirely dis- 
regarded the convenience of ollicers and 
men. Iu the lirst place, the location 
of tho camp at Alexandria park was 
unwise. When the contingent arrived 
from Liverpool the officers and men 
were divided. It required a united pro- 
test from the Canadian ollicers; to secure 
the cancellation of the order separating 
them from their men. 

The Duke of -Connaught inspecting the 
Canadians, expressed surprise that the 
men should march past in fatigue dress, 
and was informed that the now uniforms 
were in the tents. The General had or- 
dered for dress fatigue uniforms, tho 
same as worn aboard ship. The men 
marched past in fours, instead of full 
front, which placed them at a great dis- 
advantage. According to the original 
arrangements there was no place for 
'.he entire contingent in the procession, 
not even for Col. Pellntt and stall'. The 
command was given to Col. Turner of 
tho artillery, Qutebec. T^ie infantry 
were to be used to line the streets, anil 
the cavalry of the contingent were to 
be divided up to escort tho different pre- 
mier's carriages. The premiers were 
to be bunched together, Sir Frederick 
iiorden, Canadian minister of militia, 
exerted the strongest pressure, to bring 
about a modification of these plans. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, it is said, would not 
have appeared iu The procession if tho 
CntKldians had been separated as assign- 
ed toy the War oiiice. 

Sir Wilfrid was determined the Cana- 
dian contingent should bo headed by 
(Col . 'Fella tt at the Coronation ceremony 
and serious friction would have ensued. 
Hie ollicers of the contingent were unani- 
mous Jn support of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier s contention, In Canadian circles 
here, irrespective of politics, the posi- 
tion taken by Sir Wilfrid Laurier is en- 
thusiastically approved. The ollicers all 
acted together. 

The Canadian contingent has been in- 
vited to remain two weeks longer Tho 
officers are willing, but the men have 
had enough of Alexandria Palace for a 
lire tune, and have decided to sail on 
.Lhiirsdny. 

At (! o'clock this evening Sir Frederick 
Borden, who had just returned from tho 
War office, stated that the icontingpiit 
would leave in the morning'. The 'War 
office had invited the troops to prolong 
their stay a. week, but that would really 
mean a fortnight, .for suitable vessels 
Tor transportation home could not be 
secured in les? timo. tf not'nln,? iml'or- 
seen occurs, the Canadians will sail 
from Liverpool on the Tunisian at 2 
o'clock on Thursday.

THE INDIAN TROOPS. 

Reviewed by Prince of Wales in Lon- 
don. 

London. July 2.— The review of the 
East Indian troops today was largely 
a portion of yesterday's function, but 
the varied coloring of the uniforms of 
representative corps from all the p.f'.s 
of Hindustan formed an altogether most 
picturesque spectacle. 

Queen Alexandra was again the cen- 
tral figure of the proceedings, and the 
public welcomed the opportunity to tes- 
tify once more its sympathy with her 
on account of her recent anxiety and its 
congratulations at the good news regard- 
ing King Edward's condition. 

The review procedure of yesterday 
was followed. About one thousand three 
hundred dark-skinned troops, headed by 
a detachment of the bodyguard of tue 
Viceroy of India, Lord Curzou of Kedle- 
stone, reached the Horse Guards to the 
strain of "Hands Across the Sea." The 
members of the royal family, who re- 
viewed the colonials yesterday, tra- 
versed the lines of the soldiers of the In- 
dian Empire, The Priuce of Wales, re- 
presenting the King, stood by the side of 
his mother's carriage and took the salute, 
and the proceedings ended like those of 
yesterday, with cheers for the King, 
led by the Duke iff Connaught, the In- 
dians drawing their swords And waving 
them :i> they joined in the cheering.

The Blakeley 



Gives Fortune Tellers Chance 
to Work Overtime— No 
News Received. 



Port Essington Celebrates Coro- 
nation Not Knowing of . 
Postpanement 



Since Tuesday morning there lias 
been more or less local interest in the. 
voyage of the treasure-hunting brigau- 
tiue Blakeley, as a result of the post- 
ing of u bulletin (received on a grape- 
vine) that a lumber schooner had ar- 
rived at Sun Francisco and reported 
speaking the Blakeley with the treasure 
on board/bound home, on June 20. As 
a matter of fact, nothing has been 
heard from the Blakeley since she loft 
Victoria on January G for Cocos island, 
although when II. M. S. Grafton was 
bound North a brigantine— presumably 
the Blakeley— was seen anchored off the 
island. With what success the delvers 
delved for treasure is unknown— unless 
the many stories of the fortune-tellers 
are given credence, as they are by some 
people. _ . ., . 

Not long since a lady of Nnnauno told 
her friends that she had seen with the 
eyes of the spiritualist the treasure- 
hunters digging ui) diamonds on the isl- 
and. Another fortune teller told of 
how she saw the treasure-seekers 
breaking through the wall of a cave 
and picking up the glittering crown, the 
jewel-hilled swords of old Lima's war- 
rior kings, the precious stones whicn 
adorned a long-deceased donna of the 
coast cities, which were then among the 
richest of the world. Others told of 
hew the brigantine's boats were making 
many trips from the shingle to the an- 
chored vessel, and the sacks of treasure 
were dumped into the hold as stevedores 
load wheat. But it was only the gifted 
seers who saw these things, fdr to oth- 
ers the expedition's doings have been a 
blank siuce the vessel started. 

The stock has been soiii anil resold at 
all prices from $10 and less to $40 per 
share — as the excitement increased with 
every report. Some of those who have 
great faith firmly refuse to sell at any 
cost, while one, at least, of the prime 
movers, has unloaded. much stock in out- 
side cities. And so it goes, but until 
the brigantirie is spoken or arrives in i 
one of the world's ports, the story of 
the search, whether successful or other- 
wise must remain for the seers alone to 
tell. 

One of those, who see with the eyes of 
the spirit not -long since told of seeing 
the brigantine deeply laden with treas- 
ure, laboring in a storm in the neighbor- 
hood of the line, in""which event, had 
the seer's story been one of fact, the 
captain would doubtless think twice- 
even three times— before he started to 
jettison his cargo. In fact, it would be 
more likely that the crew would have- 
to be jettisoned, if it were necessary to 
lighten the ship, for it would never to do 
jettison diamonds as though they were 
eases of salmon, which would float 
ashore and cause reinsurance specula- 
tions. 

Nothing has been heard of the British 
bark Broughton also, which it was ru- 
mored was on a treasure-hunting expe- 
dition to the same island as for which 
the Blakeley sailed. The Broughton is 
reported by Lloyd's and and other ship- 
ping lists to have sailed from Glasgow 
on November 25 for Cocos island, and 
since then there has been no report from 
her. '

At Alert Bay the cannery had 
four cases up, and 1,500 lish were tak- 
en on the day the steamer was at that 
port. 

There was a great celebration at Port 
Essington on Coronation Day— that set- 
tlement having carried out their pro- 
gramme oblivious of the fact that in- 
stead of being crowned on that day, the 
dving was lying ill in his palace. How- 
ever, the loyal citizens of I'ort Essing- 
ton thought that the programme had 
been carried out in London, and a 
gathering of over three thousand peo- 
ple who hail foregathered at the 
Skeena Mouth from the nearby can- 
neries and villages, celebrated the cor- 
onation of the King right royally. 
Sports, races, etc., were held. Three 
bands assembled and a great Tadian 
war dance was held, as well as other 
features. Later — when the celebration 
had been several days over— they learn- 
ed the news that the King had not been 
crowned, and they will have a celebr > 
tion later to make good. 

No further reports of wreckage had 
been received from Skidegate, and there 
were few prospectors moving about the 
ishiiols. The Nell' will sail tor the 
Ninth again on Saturday.

DISASTROUS COLLISION. 

Many Lives Lost by Foundering of n 
Japanese Steamer. 

Steamer Iliojun Mnru, of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha line, wihch sailed for Se- 
attle yesterday morning, after discharg- 
ing her local cargo, brought news of a 
collision between two Japanese steam- 
ers of the Osaka Shosen Kaisha, off tho 
coast of Korea during a thick fog on 
the night of June 11, which was 
fraught with heavy loss of life. The 
steamer Kumagawa Mnru, which saileri 
from Chemulpo on June 11, with cargo, 
mails and passengers, for Mokpu, col- 
lided with the steamer Kisogawn Mnru, 
of the same lino, 30 miles from Chemul- 
po, at 11 o'clock on the night the Ku- 
magawa left port. The Kumagawa 
filled and foundered in two minutes, 
carrying seven of the crew, including 
the chief engineer, 3 Japanese 15 
Koreans and 17 Europeans to death. 
Nineteen passengers, 1 a European. 1! 
Japanese and 15 Koreans, were saved by 
the steamer Kisogawn Mam and taken 
to Chemulpo. The Kisogawn was not 
seriously injured, and left with the 
cruiser Chikushi later for the scene of 
the wreck. One of the Korean passen- 
gers and one Japanese were drowne:l 
from the Kisogawn, which sustained 
only slight damage to her bows. The 
Kumagawa Marti, which sank in deep 
water, about three miles to the north- 
west of Osei island, will be a total .oss. 
She was 346 tons register, built at 
Osaka in March, 1900, at a cost of 00,- 
iioo yen. 



WILL CARRY LOOS. 

A Now Enterprise in Which Victorians 
Are Interested. 

gjThc four-masted British schooner Al- 
exander, a vessel of 18!) tons, formerly 
a steamer, now at IWt Townsend. 
where she recently arrived from Guuya- 
que, is to be dismasted and used for 
the purpose of towing logs from Sail 
Juan harbor, on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island, to_yictoria mills and 
to Burrard inlet also, in all probability. 
Logging camps are being 'established on 
San Juan harbor, and owing to the 
weather conditions usually prevalent off 
the coast in that vicinity, it is impractic- 
able to send the logs to Victoria in rafts 
as is done elsewhere. The logs will be 
therefore loaded into the schooner Alex- 
ander, which will be towed to Victoria 
by the Victoria tug Albion, now In tho 
upper harbor, which has been in the 
general towing business out of this port. 
The Albion will make regular trips from 
San Juan to Victoria with the log-laden 
schooner and large camps will be kept

Against these and their tendencies we 
feel compelled to enter a mild protest, 
Canadians are here on this continent, not 
by sufferance, but by right. Here we 
are, here we purpose to remain, main- 
taining our love and loyalty, our faithful 
allegiance to the great Mother of Na- 
tions beyond the sea. We have, we be- 
lieve in the providence of Hod, our des- 
tiny to work out in the northern part of 
this continent as the most important 
constituent of the British Empire, bciug 
iwo-lil'ths of its area, and possessing a 
wealth of field and forest and mine 
sufllcient to maintain a hundred millions 
of people. Wo desire to live in peace 
and brotherhood and good-will with our 
kinsmen of the great American Re- 
public. Tile only rivalry we would in- 
dulge is a generous competition in trade 
end commerce, in learning, in the high- 
est elements of Christain civilization. 
We deprecate, therefore, the nagging al 
Canada for daring to cherish the purpose 
and aspirations of ; i national existence. 
We object to being assured (hat the in- 
evitable destiny of the American lie- 
public is to extend from Mexico -or is 
it from Darien, or Cape Horn'.'- to the 
North Pole. We rosen! seeinng our 
country parceled out as so ninny 
States of the American Pnion, bearing 
American names, as we have seen in a 
limp in what are now politely called 
the saffron journals of New York — and 
not merely in tho yellow journals alone 
Ion in hijjh-chiss periodicals and reviews. 

For instance, in the March number of 
flic Iteview of Reviews, Dr. Shaw, its 
editor, expresses some very radical views 
■ n the relation of Canada to the United 
Slates. Tho retention of some threads 
of* union, he admits, is necessary in order 
to uive pretence to the proud use of the 
word "Empire," but he regards the very 
existence of Canada as a "menace to 
the United States." "For it is a simple 
I act that the one thing in the whole 
outlook for the United Slates that is in 
any way menacing is an arbitrary line 
across the continent which checks its 
natural expansion and beyond which an 
European Power is building fortilica- 

tiiHIS." 

"Nature," he continues, "intended the 
fair north-west for the free, a natural 
expansion of America,' " by which he 
means, of course, that portion of Am- 
erica yclept the United States. It was 
a mistake, he says, for the English to 
make over the great empty Hudson Bay 
territory and Pacific north-west, to her 
Canadian colonies, thus thwarting the 
"expansion of the United States in the 
only direction in which expansion is 
possible, and where, furthermore, it is 
.tost as inevitable as the Russificatioii of 
Manchuria." 

Dr. Shaw affirms there is no ill-will 
in the United States against Spain, 
against China, against Germany, but 
there is much bitter feeling against 
Great Britain. We would be sorry to 
believe that this were the case. It is 
lertainly not reciprocated by Greal 
Britain or Canada toward the United 
.States. 

I )r. Shaw goes on to state that the Am- 
erican Government asserted its claim to 
all the north-west territory up to the 
latitude of 54 degrees -to minutes. Th.. 
American cry was. "Fifty-four— forty, 
or light." This claim would have given 
the United States the whole of British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Ass- 
iniboia, and Manitoba. Dr. Suuw adds: 
'"We have never heard of an American 
boy who did not wish that we hail made 
good our threat to tight rather than 
give away a chance of developing the 
wild country of our own continent." 

We venture to declare this one of the 
most immoral teachings ever uttered by 
any public man. The covetousness of 
Ahub for Naboth's vineyard was not to 
be compared with it. 

After the lapse of reciprocity, which 

lias In such an advantage to both 

countries. Canada was quite willing,

The question 01" preferential trade with- 
in the Empire lias been raised in Great 
airitain by the imposition of a duty on 
corn. It tuiri been suddenly brought 
out ot the region of political theory into 
the arena of vexed political questions. 
It is quite likely that it may grow to 
he the question on which a general elec- 
tion may be fought, and become a poli- 
tical issue effecting a rearrangement of 
puiineal parties in Great Britain. Since 
ihe Home Rule agitation received its 
quietus, there has been really no Liberal 
patty in Great Britain. Those who call 
themselves Liberals have been hopeless- 
ly divided upon a large number of sep- 
arate issues, ibut particularly in their 
attitude to that new conception of patrio- 
tism called Imperialism. Imperialism, 
which has been a word hitherto of signi- 
ficance rather nebulous and vague, is 
likely to become definite" over the mat- 
ter of preferential trade. It is .1 ques- 
tion whether in introducing jhe corn 
duly the ministers In Croat Britain 
knew what they were doing.

Hut surely a greet deal could 
I be done if Ureal Britain would recog- 
nize that lor those- things sin- is com- 
pelled hi purchase abroad', the Colonics 
should ho given a preference; as We are 
willing to recognize, and to some extent 
have already recognized, that of those 
things which we are compelled to pur- 
chase abroad, Great Britain should be 
given a preference. The wealthier a na- 
tion becomes the larger its imports from 
abroad become. This result is indepen- 
dent of tariff walls altogether. If Great 
Britain will agree to buy from us be- 
fore going anywhere else, we will agree 
lo buy from her before going anywhere 
else. That is, simply stated, the doctrine 
of preferential trade, as applied to the 
Empire, and it is- as certain to be even- 
tually recognized by all as am Imperial 
necessity, as it is now clearly seen by 
some to be an Imperial advantage.

The 
steamer went to lloole canyon, 20 miles' 
above the mouth of ltoss river, and from 
pnimings made by the ollicCrs of the 
steamer gold colors were obtained at 
every point along the btreum where the 
vessel stopped. As high as $5 a day, 
it was learned, is made by men working 
on some of the bars. The steamer took 
up 20 tons of cargo for a trading post. 
It "was put ashore at the mouth of ltoss 
river. 

Ten men with private outfits for pros- 
pecting .for one to two years went up 
on the La France, and nearly all went 
to Uloole canyon, with thd intention of 
poling farther up for prospecting.
